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REPORT. 


It  is  thirty  years  ago  this  month  since  this  institution, 
the  “  Temporary  Home  for  the  Destitute,”  was  organized 
by  a  few  ladies  and  gentlemen  aroused  and  inspired  by 
John  Augustus. 

Mr.  William  F.  Chaining,  who  wrote  the  first  printed  * 
report,  dated  December  26,  1848,  states  that  the  inmates 
numbered  210;  of  whom  23  were  adopted,  140  placed 
in  families,  and  the  remainder  returned  to  friends.  The 
amount  of  yearly  income  for  the  first  three  years  was 
probably  about  $800.00. 

From  this  moderate  beginning  the  results  have  been  so 
fruitful  that  to-day  about  5,000  boys  and  girls  have  been 
temporarily  members  of  the  Home. 

In  presenting  this  Annual  Report  for  1876  the  Mana¬ 
gers  have  only  to  tell  of  the  usual  good  work  done  during 
the  past  year,  under  the  faithful  management  of  Mrs. 
Gwynne  and  Miss  Ray. 

There  has  been  very  little  sickness  at  the  Home.  Early 
in  the  year  there  was  scarlet  fever  prevailing  to  a  limited 
extent,  and  a  few  cases  of  cholera  infantum  among  the 
children  boarding  out;  one  child  has  died  of  diphtheria, 
and  of  the  four  deaths  reported  three  were  of  infants. 
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This  small  number  of  deaths  occurring  among  so  many 
children  passing  through  our  doors,  indicates  most  success¬ 
ful  management.

The  financial  condition  of  the  Home  is  not  as  yet  ade¬ 
quate  to  its  needs. 


REPORT. 
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The  Infant  Department,  through  which  a  very  large 
amount  of  good  has  been  done,  has  added  largely  to  our 
expenses,  and  is  the  cause  of  our  exceeding  our  income  the 
past  year  by  about  $2,000.  At  the  same  time  that  our 
invested  funds  have  increased,  the  yearly  subscriptions 
have  fallen  off,  and  the  amount  of  income  from  funded 
property  does  not  make  up  the  deficit.  Thus,  as  in  1874, 
we  feel  the  need  of  appealing  to  our  friends  and  all  those 
whom  we  can  interest  to  again  contribute  to  our  wants  as 
they  have  done  before ;  and  in  acknowledging  again  the 
hearty  response  we  then  met  with,  we  trust  that  our 
income  will  he  thus  increased  to  the  measure  of  what  it  is 
so  well  known  we  can  expend  with  such  good  result. 

There  are  many  examples  which  we  might  give  here  to 
bring  the  value  of  our  work  more  home  to  those  who  are 
willing  to  he  interested  in  it,  and  to  the  public  generally, 
and  we  mention  one  or  two  of  the  many  that  Mrs.  Gwynne 
is  so  glad  to  relate. 

A  young  man  called  at  the  Home  one  day,  saying  that  he 
was  on  his  way  West  to  take  charge  of  an  academy,  and 
his  salary  for  the  first  year  was  to  he  $2,500.  He  had 
been  brought  to  the  Home  a  poor  little  orphan  boy,  about 
nine  years  old,  and  at  that  time  appeared  to  be  but  an 
ordinary  child.  He  was  adopted,  and  it  was  not  long 
before  his  new  parents  became  very  fond  of  him,  and  gave 
him  an  equal  chance  with  their  own  children  in  going  to 
school,  &c.;  determined  to  get  an  education  he  improved 
his  time  so  well  in  study  that  he  has  succeeded,  as  we  see, 
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and  though  still  hut  a  young  man,  is  independent,  and 
holds  an  excellent  position  in  society. 

Another  case  is  of  a  young  man  who  came  on  his  way 
to  Maine,  where  he  had  formerly  been  adopted.  He 
follows  the  sea  as  his  profession,  and  said  he  had  left  his 
ship  in  New  York  in  order  to  go  and  see  his  adopted 
mother,  who  is  a  great  invalid,  and  to  pay  her  board.  His 
father  died  five  years  since.  When  they  took  him  he  was 
about  five  years  old,  and  they  were  then  comfortably  situ¬ 
ated  ;  now  he  is  his  mother’s  only  support.  He  has  grown 
up  to  be  a  respectable  man,  the  only  one  of  his  family 
who  has  done  so,  his  brothers  and  sisters  having  been  in¬ 
mates  of  the  State  prison  and  other  places  of  confine¬ 
ment.  His  being  taken  so  young  saved  him  probably 
from  a  similar  life. 

The  experience  of  thirty  years  demonstrates  this  insti¬ 
tution  a  success,  not  only  in  its  work  of  taking  such  chil¬ 
dren  as  are  given  up  to  us  for  adoption  and  finding  for  them 
permanent  homes,  but  in  providing  temporary  shelter  for 
them  when  sick,  or  when  their  parents  are  sick,  or  out  of 
work  and  unable  to  take  care  of  them  ;  and  it  must  depend 
for  its  future  usefulness  not  only  upon  the  exertions  of 
friends  and  private  individuals,  but  on  the  aid  of  the 
public  which  it  so  largely  benefits.
